Aooordiug to the testimony of Jas. O, 
Allen, the second mate of the ship Orph- 
eus, the ways of securing certiSoatea of 
inspection for steam vessels at San Fran- 
cisco are cruelly and oriminally wrong, 
all manner of fratid and sorts uf deoeptiou 
being used to secure the object. The 
testimony referred to was givon at tho 
coroner's inquest in Victoria on Momlay 
lust. Mr. Allen tostitied that five years 
ago he was chief oflioer of a steamer on 
the Atlantic, and two years and a h.ilf ago 
filled the jame position on tUe lost steam- 
er Pacific. He desoribos the Paoiflo as 
being very weak, short-handed, badly 
found, and poorly managed, though he 
himself wonid not have 'bad any hesita- 
tion in shipping on her. Her maohinery 
had not been taken out of her for five 
years, nor her copper raised, nor any 
considerable repairs made to her, nothing 
bat such temporary patching up as the 
most urgent neoosBity made indispensa- 
ble. Ooming out of the dock at San Fran- 
cisco, a steamer is seldom examined by 
the inspectors. The certificates are all 
renewed every year by Capt. Waterman. 
Mr. Allen never saw liim iibout the Paoi- 
tic. IIo walks through a ship, looks at 
thf firo Iio.so, count.') tho buckots, and 
goc.-j away again. To enablo thoir stoani- 



to the bottom, is wrsoked or burned, and 
the insurance companies pay the loss. 
This has been going ou now for twenty- 
fivo jear.s; as yet not one has been pun- 
ished, and no ship-owner, corporation or 
individual has been held ro.sponsiblo. 
The sen closes over the dead; tho bodies 
wash ashore and are buried; the insur- 
ance ooirpanies pay, and the money is 
used to purchase and patch up some 
other Roa-going cotlin. It is disgraceful 
and criniinal that those things should go 
unpunished, it is shameful and disgust- 
ing that a newspaper should Lo found to 
slobber over ship-owners, excuse their 
blunders and apologize to them, simply 
because they advertiae their death voj" 
ages. — iS. F. Chronicle.

Wo have 
too many disastera on the Paoifio Ocean.

tho first place a rush of operators to 
build the road, and then of settlers ta 
follow its track.

The 
Hcheinoia now all gone, and Mr. Mae- 
krnzio is now commencing to Iniild 
the road by the (lovorninciit alone, 
not as would havo been done by a pri- 
vate company, and not throwing the 
responsibility of building it on a body 
of capitiilist'j; but Mr. Mackenzie is not 
building a i'aoitie railway properly 
speaking, he only building pieces of 
it.

WATEINS, WHUE DNDERaOlNO KXAMINATION 
IN COtET ON A CHABOB OF ADULTBBV.FIBES 
THHBE BHOTB AT WHITEMAN.THE PKOSEOU- 
TINQ WETNESa.AND FATALLY WOUNDS D. D. 
OETON. 

"Wide Awake" kindly sends the fol- 
lowing ocoouut of a shooting affray 
which transpired yesterday at Sa- 
lem. 

The county court room in this city 
was the scene of a shooting affray, 
which, it is feared, may prove fatal in 
its resulta. It occurred about 8 o'- 
clock P. M.,and owing to their deten- 
tion of the mail train, we are enabled 
to send you the particulars at this ear- 
ly hour. Owing to tho excitement at- 
tendant upon the occasion, we could 
gather but scattered statements of the 
facts, which wore substantially as fol- 
lows: Watkins, who several dayssinee, 
was arrested on the charge of adultery 
with tho wife of Whiteman, who a few 
days since was convicted of the crime 
of mayhem on the person of this same 
defendant, was on tiiul before His 
Honor Judge Peebles of tho county 
court. R. P. Doiso appeared for the 
prosecution and Tilmon Ford for the 
defense. 

Tlio roimi, alxmt 18x21 in size, was 
literally filled with spectators, who 
wci o soktcd iu uhuirs ui ataudm^ a- 
gainst the wall, a» the case might be. 
Wiiiteiuan was seated on the witness 
stand i\ few foot to tho right of the 
judge. Ho was giving in his testimony 
as to the rireuiiiHtances that brought 
tliom tofrcthor. The room was other- 
wise very quiot. Suddenly, and with- 
out the least word of warning, Wat- 
kins, who was seated by the side of his 
attorney and but about six feet dis- 
tant, drew a revolver from the loft in- 
side breast jiocket of his coat, and 
eimimonced firing at Whiteman. The 
first, sihot of course, brought, every- 
body- to their foot. Whiteman jinn])ed 
from the chair and retreated behind 
the crowd. ^\'atkins meanwhile kcep- 
iiif-t a range ou him luul firing whou- 
ever an oj^portuuity preseutei'l itself, 
regardless of others iu the room who 
wore doing soma of the liveliost dod- 
ging on record. AVhile whe(ding hali 
w.iy around he had discharged liis re- 
volver four tiiu(!S, wlien A. J. Donald- 
son pioked up an arm-chair and struck 
him a crushing blow on the head, foil- 
ing bim to tlie floor. Tho third shot 
slruck D. D. Orton, of this city, a 
painter by trade, and the son-in-law of 
.Mr. Cnmp (;f your city, tho ball enter 
ing )iis faco about ouo inch below the 
loft temjile, inflicting a wound dan- 
gerous, if not fatal, — the leaden nies- 
sougor lodging sornewlicre in ihe 
head. 

'J'liomas Smilli, the proiuiotor of the 
Chemekota Hotel, b.irely oscniiod one 
shot, while Georgo I>. Holmau and 
numei'ous others had a close call. 
Whiteman, his intended victim, es- 
caped without i\ scratch, altliough he 
no doubt imagined for a niomeut that 
his time had come. It is tho greatest 
mystery that none others were injured, 
the shooting being of the most reek- 
loss charnetur. Ou being knocked 
down he was ovorjiowored, and Dep- 
uty Sherifl Ihirker at once arretjlod him 
and furnished him with niiarterH be- 
hind the bars of tho county jail. ( heat 
excitement prevails, and the feeling is 
very- strong against Watkins, who was 
out on bale rt the timo; and who, had 
it desired, might have killed his man 
long ago without eiidangoring tlm lives 
of so iiiaiiy citi/eus and innocent men. 
Orton was taken lioino in a carriage, 
and at last accounts whs lying very 
low.
